AFTER a long, sorrowful march 
behind the coffin of their beloved 
mother and grandmother, the 
Queen's family finally handed 
her over to her nation to pay 
homage at the lying in state. 

Thousands of people had lined 
the route of the cortege from Buck- 
ingham Palace to Westmii 
in the bright autumn sunshine. 

At : m, draped with a Royal 
Standard and adorned with the 
Imperial State Crown, the coffin was 
placed on a gun carriage of The 


King’s Troop Royal Horse Artillery 
to begin olemn journey. 

The King, flanked by his siblings, 
Princess ‘Anne, Prince Andrew and 
the Earl of Wessex, walked behind 
his mother's coffin, followed by her 
grandsons, Peter Phillips, the Duke 
of Sussex and Prince of Wales. 

Behind them were the late 

on-in-law Vice Admiral 
Sir Tim Laurence, the Duke of 
Gloucester, the Queen’s cousin, and 
her nephew the Earl of Snowdon. 

The Queen departed Buckingham 
Palace, the official residence where 


she had spent so much of her 
working life, to impassioned cries 
from the crowds of “We love you" 
and “God Bless the Queen”.

The Duchess of Sussex, wearing 
pearl earrings given to her by the 
Queen, clasped her husband Prince 
Harry's hand tightly on meeting him 
outside to join the procession. 
There was a short service 
conducted by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury before the family filed out.

THE brothers had been here 
before - side by side, taut with 
pain, knowing its slightest 
betrayal on their faces would 
be scrutinised the world over. 

Twenty-five years ago they 
walked, arms locked stiffly by 
their sides, behind their adored 
mother Diana. 

One tall, his handsome blond 
head and inscrutable face dipped; 
one tiny, his suit sleeves just too 
long, his baby face looking lost. 

Yesterday, Prince William and 
Prince Harry, then just 15 and 12, 
now married men with children 
‘their own, retraced those steps 
along London's hushed Mall. 
In the intervening years an ugly 
rift neither could have imagined 
a quarter of a century ago had 
split them. William, the new 
Prince of Wales was in uniform. 
Harry, no longer a working 
royal, wore a morning suit. 
William’s head dipped again. 
Harry’s red brows furrowed. 

Both, no doubt, were experi- 
encing the same surreal sensation 
as they did 25 years ago. 

“Tt was like I was outside of my 
body and just walking along doing 
what was expected of me, a 
pained Harry admitted recently. 

He has said it was the sound of 
horses’ hooves he remembers 
most clearly from that haunting 
day in September 1997. Yesterday 


the steady pad of boots on tarmac 
was the dominant sound. 

The quick-paced march of the 
cortege, 75 steps a minute, tapped 
its way from Buckingham Palace 
to Westminster Hall behind the 
gun carriage and oak coffin. 

It was easy to get lost in that 
meditative beat and no doubt at 
times they did, accompanied by 
the drums and the trumpets, 
punctuated by the once-a-minute 
gong of Big Ben. 

Both brothers 4 4 
have spoken abou 
the trauma they 
suffered after 
Diana's death, and 
the anguish of thai 
day, when the deci- 
sion was taken for 
the young boys to 
join their father, 
grandfather and 
uncle in following 
her coffin. 

Harry has said the 
pain lay dormant until adulthood, 
when he struggled to numb it 
with alcohol and drugs, to “feel 
less like I was feeling”. 

William, too, has hinted at the 
rawness of his grief then, and how 
hard it was to digest, under the 
glare of public scrutiny. 

“There's nothing like it in the 
world, he said. “There really isn’t.

Your mind is completely split. 
And it took me a while for it to 
actually sink in” 

As he walked behind his 
mother, his blank expression 
suggested just that: a teenage boy 
yet to absorb his loss. 

The family tried to get them to 
talk, he said, adding: “But being so 
small at that age, it was very diffi- 
cult to communicate or under- 
stand your feelings. Its... it's very 
complicated” 

No one could 
have imagined the 
tsunami of grief 
thousands of 
mourners would 
express for Princess 
Diana. It confused 
the boys. 

“This was my 
mum - you never 
even met her, 
Harry has said. 

Yesterday, the 
grieving for the 
Queen was less wildly exhibited. 

But also, perhaps lightening the 
brothers’ steps, this time there 
was applause and hails of God 
Save the King. 

It was a day to say goodbye and 
thank you but also one to wel- 
come a new dawn. 

It’s a dawn, we all hope, in 
which William and Harry 
continue to walk side by side.

WILLIAM called it “a ae aah walk... 
one of the hardest things I've ever 
done”. Harry later turned to therapy. 

Even aged 12, William understood 
there was a balance “between me 
being Prince William and having to do 
my bit, versus the private William who 
just wanted to go into aroom and cry, 
who'd lost his mother’. 

Harry recalled: “Both of us were in 
shock. My mother had just died and | 
had to walk a long way behind her 
coffin, surrounded by thousands of 
people watching me while millions 
more did on television.” 

And 25 years on, like being forced to 
play themselves in a Crimewatch 
reconstruction of their most painful 
public ordeal, again they stepped out 
on the same London streets, behind a 
beloved matriarch whose absence will 
be sorely felt for the rest of their days.

AS King Charles gazed at 
the exquisite angel carvings of 
Westminster Hall, where the 
Queen now rests, a sharp intake 
of breath exposed the grief of a 
son mourning his mother. 
After steadying himself all week 
to honour the Queen and assume 
the responsibilities of a new 
monarch, his steely resolve 
appeared to crack for a moment. 
On the day the Royal Family 


handed Her Majesty over to the 
nation, the pain etched on the 
faces of her loved ones told the tale 
of what has been lost. 

It was my privilege to be one of 
around 300 people, including all 
he senior royals, to witness our 
late Queen brought to her lying-in- 
state at the majestic hall. 

A red-eyed, haunted look 
seemed to be contagious among 
he Queen's grandchildren. 

Steely looks of anguish filled the 
faces of the more senior royal 
women as they filed into the hall. 
The Princess of Wales and 


Countess of Wessex seemed to 
take turns offering words of resolve 
before the rumbling of drums grew 
louder and bells tolled. 

Outside, thousands steadied 
themselves to witness the Queen 
ona gun carriage departing Buck- 
ingham Palace for the final time. 

A soldier's cry signified the 
moment was upon us. 

The prevailing mood was 
sombre, with an overwhelming 
silence as people in dark clothing, 
heads bowed and faces solemn, 
looked on as an era ended. 

The Queen Consort nervously 


flicked through her order of service 
to steady her nerves before the 
cortege emerged under a piercing 
beam of light from the Queen's 
Diamond Jubilee window.

around 3am I begin to wonder 
ifT'll make it through the night.

THE Queen left Buckingham Palace for 
the final time yesterday to the sound of 
muffled bells and sombre music. 

The procession to Westminster Hall was a 
display of precision-perfect pageantry. 

Ahead of the gun carriage bearing Her 
Majesty’s coffin marched the Household 
Division, behind walked the King, his sister 
and brothers, and princes William and Harry. 

Along the route well-wishers stood in silence 
to pay their respects to the country’s 
longest-serving Monarch. It was a national 
moment of symbolism and solemnity. 

It was also a very personal occasion for the 
Queen's children and grandchildren. A 
reminder that Her Majesty was not just the 
head of state but also the head of a family. 

The members of the Royal Family have not 
wavered in their public duties since the 
Queen's passing, even though these have left 
them with almost no time to mourn. 

For William and Harry the ceremony must 
have brought back memories of walking 
behind their mother's coffin. Yesterday they 
stood side by side again, united in grief.

Nelson Mandela also had a Xhosa 
nickname for his friend Queen Eliza- 
beth II - Motlalepula, which means 
“to come with rain”. So familiar was 
the relationship between the two 
global icons, that he even teased the 
Queen about losing weight. 

President Mandela never forgot the 
Queen's refusal to travel to South 
Africa during the apartheid years — 
despite the differing views of her 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher — 
which would have given the country’s 
racist policies tacit approval. 

Now, Zelda La Grange, his chief of 
staff and closest aide for 20 years, 
reveals how close they were. “They 
never missed each other's birthdays 
or important life events,’ she says. 

“When Mr Mandela was diagnosed 
with cancer, the Queen sent a letter. 
When he lost his only surviving son 
to HIV/AIDS, the Queen called 
to sympathise? 

The President felt such soli- 
darity with the Queen, Zelda, 51, 
says, that he once turned down 
an “enormous’ donation. 

“In the early 2000s a very | 
wealthy UK businessman 
offered Mr Mandela an enor- 
mous amount of money to meet 
with him and be photographed 
with him for the media,’ she 
remembers. “The man was at odds 
with the Royal Family. Mr Mandela 
turned down the offer as he wanted 
to respect the relationship with Her 
Majesty and cited this in explaining 
his decision to us.” 


elda, known as Mandela's rock 
and right-hand woman, 
recalls that Mr Mandela could 
be mischievous in his dealings 
with the Queen. On one visit, “as he 
approached her, he said: “Elizabeth, 
you've lost weight”. The Queen could 
not contain her laughter. 
“On another occasion Mr Mandela's 
wife reminded him that one ought 
not to address the Queen by her first 
name and he responded: “Why not? 
She calls me Nelson’. 
“Of course, Mr Mandela then also 
related the story to Her Majesty and

It was a relationship 
forged in the Queen's love 
of Africa, which she visited 
21 times during her 70-year 
reign, and Mandela's Anglo- 
phile love of her home 
country.

“And he 
often shared much of his own Xhosa 
culture and tradition, some of it very 
intimate, with the Queen.”

‘As a token of our affection to Her 
Majesty, we conferred on her the 
name Motlalepula.” he explained In 
1997, at a banquet for Prince Charles’ 
visit to South Africa. 

“Because her visit coincided with 
torrential rains as we had not experi- 


enced in a long time” He joked that 
South Africa urgently needed the 
Queen to visit again as South Africa 
was suffering from drought caused by 
El Nino. “But,” he said, “we can rest 
content that a part ofher soul and her 
magic is with us today” 

The Queen had invited President 
Mandela to the UK for a state visit the 
previous year. Wearing a rare suit and 
tie, the President had travelled with 
her in a horse-drawn carriage. 

The Queen had agreed to a Two 
Nations concert at the Royal Albert 
Hall instead of a traditional banquet. 
Aides were shocked to see Mandela, 
this time in a black silk shirt, start 


dancing in the Royal Box, and HM 
join in swaying and clapping too. 


hen the Queen took the 
hrone in 1952, more than 
a quarter of the world’s 
population was under 
British imperial rule, the scars of 
which linger. Zelda says Mr Mandela 
would never have shied away from 
this “difficult issue”. 

“Throughout his Presidency and 
thereafter he focused on reconcilia- 
tion and bringing about circum- 
stances conducive for creating a more 
equal and just society, she says.

Legal documents state: “It is alleged 
that MM [Milenko Maric], as a 
member of the Secretariat for Inter- 
national Affairs of Manastir, removed 
a number of civilians of non-Serbian 
ethnic origin, from the Baranya region 
and assaulted them? 

Baranya was occupied by Serb 
paramilitaries throughout the 
1991-95 war while Croatia battled for 

independence from the former 
Yugoslavia. 
Maric was on a Croat 
list of 50 suspected 
war criminals in 
= 2001. That year a 
fH Croatian prosecu- 
tor's office issued a 
warrant for his 
arrest for crimes 
against humanity. 
But by then Maric, 
who vigorously denies the 
claims against him, had 
claimed asylum in the UK. He was 
given indefinite leave to remain. 

A trial in Croatia found Maric inno- 
cent in his absence but the country’s 
Supreme Court overturned the deci- 
sion and a new international arrest 
warrant was issued. 

Central London magistrates finally 
ordered the extradition this week. 

Maric must stay in Leicestershire 
or Derbyshire and has to wear an 
electronic tag. A date for his extradi- 
tion has not yet been set.

Painting of 
Kavanagh in 
Sepoy guise

A VICTORIA Cross awarded to a 
clerk who saved the lives of a whole 
garrison of soldiers sold at auction 
yesterday for a record £1million. 

Irishman Thomas “Henry” Kavanagh 
was a civil clerk in Lucknow when the 
Indian Rebellion broke out in 1857. 

The 36-year-old volunteered to escape 
the surrounded British stronghold in the 
city at night and fetch reinforcements. 

He crossed enemy lines to make 
contact with the camp of the 
Commander-in-Chief and then guide the 
forces through the city to the belea- 
guered garrison by the safest route. 

He disguised himself as an Indian 
Sepoy soldier and, with a scout, jostled 
past armed rebels in narrow streets. 

They talked their way past sentries, 
forded deep rivers, tramped through 
swamps and just avoided capture after 
startling a farmer who raised the alarm. 

Kavanagh, who was born 
on July 15, 1821, in Mull- = 44 
ingar, Co Westmeath, 
Ireland, then became a 
Victorian legend. 

He said: “I resolved to die 
in the struggle rather than 
survive it with no better 
fame than I took into it?

1882 in Gibraltar.

museum. The medal had a pre-sale esti- 
mate of £300,000 to £400,000 at the 
auction at Noonans in London. 

The medal had a hammer price of 
£750,000 but with commissions the final 
gross price paid was £1,003,520. 

It is believed to be a world-record price 
for a Victoria Cross medal. 

The winning bid was over the internet 
after a fierce bidding war. 

Oliver Pepys, medal specialist at 
Noonans, said: “Kavanagh's gallantry at 
Lucknow 165 years ago stands out as one 
of the most premeditated and sustained 
acts of gallantry in the history of the 
Victoria Cross and the price achieved at 
auction demonstrates the high regard 
which Kavanagh is still 
held in today” 

Pierce Noonan, 
chairman and CEO of 
Noonans auctions, added: 
“The record price achieved 
for Kavanagh's Victoria 
Cross reflects not just his 
extraordinary gallantry, 
but also the strength of the 
market for small collecti- 
bles more generally”

From building Lego to getting crentive ath paints, psychotherapist 
Joanna Fortune believes just 15 minutes of playtime each day 
will cut stress, boost mood and help you think positively 


ry this simple exercise. 
Think back to your 
childhood and find a 
memory of you at your 
most joyful. What were you doing 
in that moment? 

Chances are you were playing. 

As children we spend our days in 
play, be it imaginative, creative or 
some kind of sport. 

But as we reach adulthood, this 
stops and playtime is replaced by 
work, life admin, housework and 
other mundane things. 

In short, playtime is over. Yes, our 
busy lives can leave us time poor. 

Running from one urgent task to 
another, we feel we dont have time 
to be playful. 

But it doesn't have to be this way. 

Play, whether youre two or 52, 
creates moments of joy, which in 
turn boosts a positive mindset and 
outlook on life. It builds creativity, 
emotional resilience, improves 
self-esteem, and shows us that 
making mistakes doesn’t matter - 
it's just part of the game. 

What's more, taking time out of 
your day to play will banish stress, 
as focusing your mind on fun helps 
to reduce tension. 

And just 15 minutes of play a day 
is all it takes. 


15-MINUTE PLAY MAKERS 
Activity jar 
Find ajar and write lots of different 
activity ideas on coloured notepa- 
per. Fold these up to put inside the 
jar. You can add to them at any time. 
When stuck for inspiration, 
simply reach into your jar, pull out a 
random activity and do it, whatever 
it might be. Some ideas include: 
putting a song on your headphones 


and dancing and singing along, 
doing a jigsaw puzzle, or heading 
outside to spin around or skip. 
Create something 

Keep some playdough or Lego ina 
desk drawer or your bag, and use it 
to build or sculpt something. Using 
your hands to create will ground 
you in the present moment and can 
be a lot of fun. 

To make one coloured ball of 
playdough takes just 10 minutes, 
and is an enjoyable activity in itself. 

Simply combine 8tbsp plain flour, 
2tbsp table salt, 60ml warm water, 
1tbsp vegetable oil, and the food 
colouring of your choice. 

Mix it together until it forms a 
soft dough. It will keep in a box for 
up to three months. 


The street-shopping game 
When walking down the street, 
look around. Imagine you can 
choose one thing to buy that you 
would love to own (you have a 
limitless budget). Think about why 
you've chosen this piece and where 
you would put it in your home. 

It could be a chair ina cafe, a 
neon sign above a shop, or a dog 
you spot wandering by. 


A sketch a day 

Get a pad or a notebook and draw 
something every day. It doesn't 
matter what it is or how it looks, 
but have a daily burst of creativity. 


Colour your feelings 
Start by deciding what colour each 
feeling is. See each one as a shape, 
with different sizes and textures. 
Now when you have a grey 
blobby day, a small purple triangle 
type of day or a blue spiky day, only 
you know what it means, and you 
can draw it in your notebook. 


Map it out 

Take a page and, holding a pencil 
in your dominant hand, close your 
eyes and move the pencil around it 
to make the outline of a map. 

For 15 minutes each day, add 
something to your map (houses, 
transport, recreational aspects, 
people, infrastructure, 
environmental features) to create 
your perfect world/community. 


Paint stones 

Next time you are out for a walk 
gather up small smooth stones 
(shells, too, if you live near a beach). 
Paint one at play time. Keep your 
work or write messages of kindness 
and compliments on the back and 
leave them in random places for 
others to discover and enjoy.

Scooters have come a long way since the likes of the 
Vespa and the best-selling model, the Honda Cub. 

The latter, incidentally, has sold well over 100 million 
units since its inception in 1958 and is still going strong. 

The range of styles of scooter has expanded in 
recent years with everything from large-capacity 
“super-scoots" to off-road models like Honda's X-ADV. 

Figures from the Motorcycle Industry Association 
show that of the 8,800 total powered two-wheelers 
sold last month, 2,800 were scooters. 

Entering the fray is this 125 from Aprilia, the SR GT. 
The Italian firm calls it an “urban adventure” bike and 
it certainly has a unique look. The front end looks more 
like a sports bike, with aggressive lines, Angry Birds 
twin Hee headlights and false aero wings on the sides. 

From the side, the SR GT is 
compact and sporty, but with 
some off road-style features 
such as rugged footboards. 

On board, the ride position 
is roomy with an active stance 
and wide bars to complement 
the sporty looks.

AN SUV WITH XTRA

Nissan has announced details of its new X-Trail SUV 
which will be the fourth generation of the popular car. 
It'll also be the first X-Trail to be offered with an 
electric powertrain. 

That version will feature a twin motor arrangement, 
each one driving an axle. Nissan calls this all-wheel 
drive system e-4ORCE. Under the X-Trail’s bonnet will 
be a1.5-litre variable compression ratio petrol engine 
that produces 204PS. 

This engine is only put to work generating power 
for the electric motors and is never connected to the 
road wheels. 

Available with five or seven seats, the latest Nissan 
X-Trail range will start from £32,030, with deliveries 
expected from next month. 


ELECTRIFYING 


Williams Advanced Engineering, the applied 
engineering arm of the F1 team, has produced an 
electric-vehicle platform that could be used by 
outside companies to produce their own hypercars. 

Called the EVR, in top-spec form it will have four 
electric motors and produce in excess of 2,200bhp. 
That ridiculous amount of horsepower could propel a 
car to 248mph and from 0-62mpbh in 1.9sec. 

Austrian hypercar maker Deus has already signed 
up for 99 EVR platforms for its Vayanne hypercar. 

Less powerful versions of the EVR with only two 
motors will also be available. 

But don't expect even that version to ever be 
used on a sports car that normal people might be 
able to afford because apparently the sums would 
never work out.
